Huge Masses of Gold that Man cansot Touch. 


Maaixyis, Smith, and Vaughan were the first men 
who attempted to recover the pirate’s hoard, buried on 
Oak Island, in Mahone Bay, Nova Scotia. It was 
nearly a century ago that they began operations. An 
old oak-tree, with deep marks cut in its nem, enlees 
them to the proper spot to commence digging, goon 
eenieet began to pile up that they were on the right 

rack. 

The soil they dug through was soft, though all round 
was hard. Every ten feet they descend they came 
upon oak timbers evidently laid as side supports to a 
pit. Finally, at ninety feet, and late in the evening, 
a flat stone was unearthed, bearing these words, “ Ten 
feet below two million pounds are buried.” 

Delighted beyond words that their toil was at last 
to meet with a recompense, the diggers waited. only 
for dawn to make a final effort. en hours later, at 
the earliest glimmer of light, they hurried down to 
seize their waiting fortune. The pit was brimmin 
with water! They had no capital to erect pumps, 
were forced to abandon their quest. 

Fifty years later another attempt was made. The 
water was partly pumped away, a drill used. More 
cut oak timbers, and part of a cask, with three silver 
links, were brought up. ‘Efforts were made to drain the 
pit. All in vain. At every spring tide the sea took 
possession of the shaft, and all the work was in vain. 

In 1896 a new company was formed with a capital 
of £12,000, and, at the present time, men are still 
struggling to possess themselves of this tantalising 

reasure. 


FORTUNES BURIED UNDER ICE. 


Oak Island is not the only spot where treasure untold 
is known to exist, yet where Nature or chance success- 
fully withstands man’s utmost efforts to possess him- 
self of the wealth which just eludes his grasp. Six 
years ago, when the Klondike boom was just beginning, 
@ man who was working a claim on a c known as 

‘Yellow Gulch, some fifty miles north of Dawson City, 
found that the stream bed was full of fine gold. But 
the water was far too cold and deep to allow of its gravel 
being oe by hand, and the stream too swift to bo 


immed. 

The miner obtained help, and, with two others, made 
_great efforts to turn the course of the river. But the 
task was too big for them, and the rush of icy water 
resisted every effort. They were condemned to work 
the banks of the stream for a comparative pittance, 
knowing all the time that gold in thousands lay within 
a few feet of them. 

But this story has a curious sequel. A couple of 
years later, when the original miners had given up 
their unprofitable task, a brilliant idea occurred to a 
smart Yankee, named Hudson. It was in the winter of 
1808, when the temperature had fallen to 50 degrees 
below zero, and mining was almost at a standstill, that 
he heard of the find and went to the spot. As-he had 
ter, eee the Yellow Gulch creek was frozen per- 
fectly solid. Obtaining labour, Hudson took some big 


ice saws, and very soon 8' in cutting the ice 
away from the stream bed in solid blocks. en he 
went to work on the bottom, and before spring released 


the water he had many tons of the rich, gold-bearing 
dirt and gravel safe on the bank ready for the summer 
‘elean up. 

A GOLDEN ISLAND SWEPT AWAY.

This is all the more madden- 
ing for those in power, because they are well aware 
that, buried somewhere beneath the of an Italian 
river, lies a treasure so huge that it would relieve them 
of all their embarrassments. . 

When Alaric, the Goth, pillaged Rome, in the last 
week of August, 410 a.p., his hordes of barbarians 
wrung the last ounce of gold out of the richest city 
the world has ever seen. A few months later Alaric 
died of fever, and left his huge army of Northerners 
leaderless and forlorn. They resolved to give their 
beloved general such a funeral as the world never 

et had seen. They turned the course of the River 

usento, dug a vast pit in its empty bed, and there 
laid their hero amid tons of gold and jewels, the whole 
of their spoil. Then they turned the current back into 
its course, and retreated northwards. Not less than 
twenty millions is the value of that treasure, and for 


centuries it been the dream of Italy’s rulers to 
refind and regain it. But so far the river has held 
its secret. 


Of the treasure-ships sunk just out of reach there are 
dozens whose location is accurately known. Yet depth 
of water defies the divers to secure the millions of gold 
in coin and bars which lie in their sodden holds. There 
is, for instance, the Gambia, sunk off Cape Palmas, in 
1872. Her safe is full of bullion and gems, and in her 
cargo are many thousand poe worth of ivory. Yet 
the two hundred feet of water above are an 
ppeste barrier to those who would regain this 
ortune. 

On September llth, 1857, the Central America 
sunk just off the Cuban Coast. Her location, too, is 
accurately known, but with present appliances her 
cargo of £400,000 worth of bullion cannot be recovered.
